38,077 NAMED 
AS CASUALTIES 
IN 3 SERVICES 


LONDON, Oct, 10.—The army, 
navy and air force have last 21,867 
men dead, missing or captured and 
16,210 wounded—altogether 38,077 
casualties—since the war began, 
according to official lists released 
today for publication, 


Not one of the three services an 
nounced casualties so great as the 
civilian toll marked up in the Ger 
man air siege 

Prime Minister Churchill ar 
nounced Oct 8 that about 8,500 
civilians had been killed and 13,000 
wounded up to Oct, 5 

Ihe service losses announced are a 
total of 8725 killed and fatally 
10.315 missing, 1.057 died 
and 1,770 held prisoners by Ger 
many and Italy in addition to the

The daylight alert was caused 
when a single German plane flew

Two formations of Nazi aircraft 
were turned back over an East 
Anglian town after a terrific dog- 
fight with Royal Air Force pur- 
suit planes. 
CASUALTIES “SMALL”

downed in the sea after a chase by} 
British fighters off the coast. 


During the night maids waves of 
German airplanes dropped incend- 


iary and high explosive bombs on 
London and other parts of Great 
Britain. | 


More than 50 districts of London 
were hit, but a government com- 
munique said first reports in- 
dicated the casualty list would 
be “small”, Night raids also were 
carried out against Wales and 
southwestern, northeastern and 
northwestern England but they 
did not compare in violence with 


the attack on London. 

Most of the damage during the 
night raids on London, was inflict- 
ed before midnight. A famous
